Upon this Foundation I have always 
Argued for breaking the Spanifh Monar- 
chy to pieces, and for giving fuch Ad- 


- ditions of Power and Extent of €om- 
merce to England and Holand, as fhould’ 


in its Nature, more firmly Unite the 
Britifh and Dutch Interefts, and by irs 
‘Confequence, makes thofe Powsts more 
Formidable to the World, —. 

If { may judge at all of the Affair as 
it now ftands, it turns wholly upon the 
Validiry of the Renunoiation of King 
Philip, and the Powers refery’d in the 
Confederates ro enforee ix — And ['ll 
Jay it down‘as impartially. as I can, 
-without Refpect of Perfons ; 1 hope my 
Freedom fhall be juftify’d by all honeft

If the Renunciation be.a Sham, a 
Cheat, a Thing of Nothing, . a Thing 
16 be rofe'd abour. as Intereft directs, 
and: made only to amufe, if it can have 
“no Effect, to bind the Heirs of Bourbon, 
£5¢, as forme Peaple would perfuade us, 
then allthe foul Things that have been 
faid of this Peace, may be allow’d to be 
well-grounded, and thofe who-are fo 
warm againft it, have Reafon. 

But if this Renunciation differs from 
others ; ifit effectually divides the Branch 
of Philip fromthe reft of the Houle of 
Bourbon; if it Engages the Line of Berry 
and the Line of Orleans for ever, a-

So thar the whole Difpute now turns 


upon this fingle Expedient, and the on- 
ly Queftion-which remains, is, whether 
theRenunciation and Guarrantee above- 
faid, bea fufficient Security to Europe, 
that the Kingdoms of France ard Spain. 
fhall never come under the Dominion of 
the fame Perfon ? —— And asthisis 3 
Point. which may-,take up thé Heads 
and-Hands of Exrope for fome ‘Time, I 
fhalt nat give my: Opiniofi one Way or 
other fo haftily as fome_expect. 


But I muft now turn a litdle upon 
thofe forward Authofs, who have criéd 
out fo loudiy of a Separate. Peace, and 
a Peace made already, even as far back 
as O&ober I think they may find 
Room to blame themfelvés, and blufh 
at the Affurance and Rafhnefs. with 
which they ran away with that Notion, 
fince after.a}t,it appears, thar whatever 
Separate Franfactions have pafsd, her 
Majefty has avoided threé Things in 
thefe Tranfactions, . 


1, No Separate Article has been made 
to the Advantage of Britain, in 
Prejudice of the Intereft of agy ‘of 
the: Allies, I mean no ackyuteien 
to Us is made, by which any of 
the Allies are Injur’d, or can be 
made Jealous, 

2. No SeparateTreaty has been made, 
fo, asto omit adue Concern for

_. Now the World mnft be judge be- 
“ tween the Quees of Greats Britain and 
Her Allies, whether Her Majefty acs 
Her Part juftly and fairly or no—And 
whether the Cafe of 'a Separate Peace is 
‘in the Charge, 2s fome would alledge. 
Mean time I ended my laft, witli 
Wing you an odd. kind of seafon, why 
' did por believe we fhould yer make a 
Separate Peace with France, and I came 
athe Point withour any Ceremony, 
wiz. That I did not believe the Allies 
would let you do it: I now come to ex- 
plain myfelf; nothing that yet appears 
ofthe Peace, having given me ‘the leaft 
Caufe to alter that Opinion, 

The Third Article of our Apprehen- 
fions, which I gave you lately, as the 
‘Cpnfequences: People pretend. to fear 
heer ae Peace, was, the Confederates 
geclaring Wart azainft us.
